jotity of the people’s  nepresentatives 


desire to act wisely and forthe preser- 
vation of the best interests of the whole 
people, and our aim is no ..more 
than to attract their attention to and elic- 
it their judgments upon salient featcres 
of the important question. 

The points of expediency and necessi- 
ty havealready been argued in these 
columns and we have since found noth- 
ing to alter the opinion expressed that a 
convention this year was neither expedi- 
ent nor demanded. No member of the 
general aseembly has yet testified to or 
produced the evidence of a call up- 
on him to urge a convention which rose 
to the dignity ofa domand. The press 
of the state has failed in every quarter to 
publish the request or appeal of any 
body ofthe citizens forsuch a conven- 
tion. After the struggle of last session 
oyer this question it is fair to presume 
that, hadthe people the great desire for 
aconvention which is claimed, they 
would ere this have come together and 
asserted the fact and made their demand, 
es they have an indisputed righ: to do, 
but which they have not done except in 
two or three isolated cases. Nowhere 
throughout our boundaries is heard the 
voice of the sovereign people issuing 
through any of the methods of asserting 
sovereignty. ‘That there are representa- 
tives who urge the convention is prima 
fac proof of popular desire in localities, 
but this desire seems to come by indi- 
vidual suggestion and from promptings 
not always wise ard well-judged. 

Let us speak of the expense. By ref- 
erence to official data we get the follow- 
ing information which is pertinent to the 
point. 

The convention of 1861 assembled in 
Milledgeville on the 19th of January of 
thatyear and held until the 29th of the 
same month, when it took a recess. It 
reassem led at Savannah on the 7th of 
March, 1861, and adjourned sine die on 
the 23d of the same month This gave 
the convention twenty seven working 
days and the cost to the state was $98,- 
852 50, or $3,661 20 per day. 

The convention of 1865 assembled at a 
critical period in the history of the state 
and its labors had to be speedily accom- 
plished, in order that the state might go 
before the congress for admission, with 
her constitution, into the union. The 
convention assembied at Milledgeville on 
Wednesday, October 25th, 1865, and 
adjourned on the 7th of November, 1865, 
giving itself but twelve working days 
and the cost to the state was $45,396 35, 
or $3,783 03 perjday. 

Tukiog the average of these sums as 4 
fair basis to proceed upon, we find it to 
be $3,722 11 and that the $25,000 offer- 
ed to be appropriated now for the expen- 
scs of the proposed convention would be 
eaten up entirely in less than seven days 
—say aclear week’s work! These are 
the plain figures and any one may make 
the calculation for himself. ‘‘But,” says 
the friend of the convention, ‘‘we are 
going to do it cheaper than it has ever 
been done before.”” How much cheaper? 
Fiity per cent? That would give two 
weeks for the the labors of the conven- 
tion, and who will be so reckless 2s to 
insist that the convention would do al! 
that it isto be burdened with in that time? 
The legislature ha» already had fourteen 
working days and nota single bill has 
made its way through both houses. The 
propositions to forge a convention 
scheme through the heat of 1. gislative 
debate and hard hammering upon the 
old changes, and to pay for it with $25,- 
000, bear the stamp of absurdity upon 
their faces. 

In this article we have time to refer to 
but one other point. Thefriends uf the 
convention measure urge that the people 
want a convention because of the pres- 
eat burden of taxes and that the high 
rate of taxation is attributable to the 
present constitution. Thisis a fallacy. 
The prescnt tax rate is high, being one- 
half of one per cent. ,but the calling of a 
constitutional conyention will not reduce 
the rate one fraction of a mill below 
what the legislature may do, if it so ‘de- 
sires, before it adjourns. The Comp- 
troller General estimates the receipts of 
the state for 1876, from ail sources, at 
$1,977,285.21. Taking from this the 
balance in the treasury on the ist inst. 
the balances expected from the genera] 
tax of 1875 and former years, the sum is 
reduced to $1,150,500, which is the act- 
usl net expectation of the state—her gen- 
uine annual revenue. Now, out of this 
there is to be paid during the year the 
round sum of $684,413, as interest and 
principal on the public debt. This last 
named sum-cannot be reduced by any 
action of the convention. The credit of 
the state is dependent upon it and no 

man in Georgia would move to disturb 
these payments, ifhecould. Any reduc- 
tion of the people’s burden of taxation, 
therefore, must come off _ the 
r2mainder, which is $466,087. If there 
is a possibility of reducing this sum; the 
legislature is amply able to find it and 
we recommend them to search it out. 

We might multiply argument upon 
argument againt the convention scheme, 
butAve rely upon the patriotism of those 
who are earnestly seeking to do the 
right and the best things for their people, 
to discover the evils, political and do- 
mestic, to result from the callingjof a con- 
vention, and therefore to combine and

GEORGIA’3 RAILROADS. 


The people of Georgia owna good 
mapy more miles of railroad than they 
really want; but having come isto pos- 
session of acouple of roads they are 
compelled to make the best of the situa- 
tion. Among the public documents 
of the month is one containing the re- 
ports of the managers of ourtwo white 
elephants. 

The directors of the Macon and 
Brunswick road early decided ‘tg 
spend every dollar of its earning 
in improvements. The state’s property 
is now one of the safest roads in the 
south, but the motive power and other 
rolling stock are insufficient. Large 
amounts would be annually saved if the 
road was fully equipped and properly 
provided with favorably located depot 
buildings, offices and shops. All cars 
damaged throughout the year have been 
repaired and put in service, except two. 

We give the earnings and expenses of 
the road from June 1, to November 30, 
1875:

The earnings from passengers were 
$32,194; from freights, $107,673, and 
from mails, $5,459. The expenditures 
were largely increased in accordance 
with the policy adopted by the board of 
directors, but a good share was put into 
permanent improvements. The earnings 
of 1875 exceeded those of the previous 
year $6,688; and Superintendent John A. 
Grant thinks the road has seen its dark- 
est days. ‘‘The prospect,” he says, ‘‘for 
a rapid growth of local business is quite 
encouraging; especially is the industry 
of the manufacture of naval stores heing 
rapidly developed, and it bids fair soon 
to become a large source of revenue to 
the road. Land owners on the line of 
road are inclined to® sell at reasonable 
figures, and every inducement will be 
held out inviting immigration.” 
Receiver Flewelen’s reports show 
that the reccipts from the North and 
South railroad from April 24 to Novem- 
ber 30, 1875, were $16,676, and the ex- 
penses $15,938—leaving a balance of 
$737. Theroad bed, superstructure and 
rolling stock have been kept in good or- 
der. A turn-table has been put in at the 
northern terminus. Withoutany extra- 
ordinary mishap the receiver thinks the 
road may possibly be kept in a safe con- 
dition for another year; but it is by no 
means certain that it can be done without 
sre money than will be obtained from 
its earnings. More and more repairs 
willbe needed, and soon the dangers of 
operating the road without the requisite 
means of keeping it in thorough repair, 
will be very great. The receiver uncon- 
sciously presents a strong argument in 
favor of an immediate disposition of the 
road on the best obtainable terms. In 
fact, he distinctly states that the road 
should either be extended or abandoned, 
as it will not hereafter be self sustaining 


as it stands.

and their main object is to provide 
places for three or more would-be grass- 
hopper hunters. The idea of the gov- 
ernment sending out a commission of 
entomologists to tiack the predatory 
grasshopper to his lair, must strike every 
one as supremely ridiculous, and it has 
no countenance from the agricultural de- 
partment.

A Constfiational Convention—Is it 
Expedient o: Evea Necessary 


Augas‘a Constitutionalist. 

Whether or not a majority of the peo- 
ple of Georgi& desire amenaments to our 
present state constitution, or anew one 
from the ground up (if it were possible 
to frame another without any of the pro- 
visions of this one,) is just now an open 
question. The general assembly at At- 
lanta are supposed to correctly represent 
their constituents upon this as every other 
issue; but, while generally true, still the 
idea will not always hold good, so far as 
to render it certain that no changes of 
any kind are wished for by the people, 
before they have expressed their opision 
at the ballot box. 

This being the case, it would seem that 
the sense of the people should be taken 
upon this matter, provided there be suf- 
ficient evidence of a desire for a sulmis- 
sion of tte question, of which desire our 
representatives in general assembly mus: 
be the judges. Having decided the 
question of a submission to the people, 
they must next determine what shal! be 
submitted, and in what manner. A not 
usual way is to have an election for dele- 
gates to a convention, at which time tbe 
question whether or not it be expedient 
to hold such @ convention is also passcd 
upon. If the latter proposition be decid- 
ed in the negative the convention falls to 
the ground, with only the expenses of 
the election to pay.— But i/fiu the affr.na 
tive, a convention will be held, al- 
though tbose volivg for it are not 
united in a desire for any one 
change; as, fur instance, seutheust- 
ern Georgia might as nat tw it, 
hoping for aremoval of the c.pilal to 
Milledgeville; and Cherokee, while op- 
posing removal mgkt uaiso be in favor, 
but only to amend the homeste:d law; 
80 that both these changes as well as ary 
others proposed, after all might be de- 
feated by the people, and the labors of 
the convention go for naught. 

Another consideration is the taxation 
for the purpose, at least $25,000, with 
expznses Of collection—onerous indeed, 
to our people now—and doubly co if 
thrown away upon a ccnvention propos. 
ing no amendments which the people 
will ratify. 

The end to be arrived at can be gained 
in avery simple manner, and Wa prc- 
ceeding which need not cost the people 
one dollar. Let the general assembly at 
its present session propose amendments 
to the constitution, such and as many as 
in their opinion the voters of Georgia de- 
sire presented for their consideration; 
then pass an act directing a submission 
of these amendments to the people at the 
general eleciion for governor next fall, 
the canvassing of the returns at the 
same timeas those for governor ; and 
further —— that ifali or any of the 
proposed amendments shall have receiv- 
ed a majority of those voting thereon, 
such amendments shsll from henceforth 
be a part of the constitution of the 
state. 

The expense attending this plan will 
be nothing; the amendments will be ac- 
cepted or rejected before the next meet— 
ing of the general assembly, and ean go 
into effect as soon as the result of the 
vote is declared. 

Where is the objection’ It avoids 
'circumlocution of a convention, and 
costs nothing. But some say, ‘‘we do 
not want any part of a constitution made 
oy radicals and Carpet-baggers.”” With 
all due deference to a not unlooked tor 
prejudice, but still a prejudice, does it 
make aby diflercnce who made it if any 
part of it is good ? And overlooking the 
fact that some of its sections have always 
been a portion of o.r organic law, why 
should we discard apy of them, simply 
because we have a very poor opinion of 
those who framed them. 

Again, the opinion has becn held that, 
as the constitution itself provides a way 
for its alteration, no other way is possi 
ble or lawful. This idea is not well 
founded. As well might the present leg: 
islature declare that an act passed at this 
session shel) not be repeaied in ten years, 
ora hundred. As weil might the peuple 
‘declare at a constitutional election that 
the instrument then adopted should nev- 
er be changed. But the truth is, the sov- 
ereign people of the state have noi lost, 
cannot grant to their representatives in 
convention or otherwise, or in any way 
limit, their right to change the organic 
law when and in what manner they see 
fit. All that is necessary is to present 
the matter fairly to the people, upon suf- 
ficient notice, ata general election or one 
especially called for that purpose, so tbat 
there shall be no doubt of their action 
being well considered and declaratory of 
their sovereiga will.

Mr, Thomas B. Rinyon is a native of 
Tennessee. Heis yet ayoung man,and has 
been living in Atlanta many years. Some 
years ago he became book keeper in the 
Atlanta National Bank, and by his ce pacity 
and attention to business won the confidence 
of his employers. He was made teller in 
1872. He has a wife and children. 

Mr. Binyon takes his arrest quietly. Dur- 
ing che whole of yesterday he was in and 
about the United States court rooms with 
an Officer, and spent a part of the morning 
asleep in a chair in the marshal’s office. He 
has very little to ssy as tothe grave charges 
against him, probably through the advice of 
his attorreys. From what we can learn, 
however, he seems to consiver the case 
against him a very ugly one, but thinks he 
could pcrhaps raise the money wherewith 
to compromise it if he were given time. 

HIS DEFALCATION, 


From all that can be discovered Mr. Bin- 
yon’s ‘efalcation commenced on or about 
January 6th, and covera space of about 
twenty days.

ORDER OF CIRCUITS. 


COMMITTED FOR MURDER. 
THREE SOLDIERS LODGED IN FULTON JAIL. 


William O’Grady, of the 18th infantry, 
Edward P. Wells, and Frederick E. New- 
nan, the two latter also soldiers, were 
brought here yesterday in the custody of 
sheriif of Gilmer county and deputies, and 
were lodged in Fulton county jail. O’.ra- 
dy is charged with murder, and the others 
with being accessories thereto. 


THE CRIME, 


The warrant on which 
arrested, wis sworn out on the 
22d of January, before Mr. A. 
Berry, justice of the peace of Gilmer coun- 
ty by James R Johnson, coroner of eaid 
county. It charges that on the night of the 
14th of January, 1876, William O’Grady as 
principal, and Edward P Wells and Fred-- 
erick K Newman of said county and state 
as accessories, in the county of Gilmer, 
upun one John Emory made an assault 
wih intent to kill, That the said William 
O’Grady having « certain army gun or pis- 
tol, the exact charac er of the gun or pistol 
being unknown to deponent but beiog a 
deadily weapon, did discharge the same 
That the ball struck Emory and penetrated 
his face above the mouth and near the nose 
and passed into his head, inflizting a wound 
of which he then and there died. That Ed- 
ward P Wells and Frederick E Newman 
did aid and abet the said William O’Grady 
to kill and murder Enory, ani that there 
were Others, names unknown to deponent, 
who af:era full knowledge that said crime 
had been committed, concealed and assist- 
ed in the concealment of said murder. 

The aflidayit prays that warrants may is- 
sue for the arrest of William O’Grady, 
Edward P Wells, and Frederick E Newman 
and such others as the evidence may show 
were concerned in said crime. 

TRIAL AND COMMITMENT. 


The above parties were arrested and on 
the 22d of January; had, a hearing be- 
fore a committing court, composed of M A 
Berry, J. P., Walter Hill, J. P., J J Withers 
N. P., and Thomas Rateliff, N. P. Aftera 
full examination iuto the evidence, William 
O’Grady was committed for murder, and 
the others for being accessaries. 

The prisoners were then by order of 
court transferred to this jail fcr = safe 
keeping. They will be tried before the 
next term of Gilmer superior court, unless 
the case is in some way moved to the fed- 
eral courts. In the meantime the prisoners 
by advice of counsel have nothing to say, 


GOULD & COMPANY’S CASE. 
JUDGE PEEPLES REFUSES TUE INJUNCTION. 
A tax case which has been exciting some 
interest among our readers was decided 
yesterday byJudge Cincinnatus Peeples. 
The question isimportant because it in 
volves the city’s right, un*er certain cir- 
cumstances to levy and collect a special tax® 
The facts are as follows: 

On the 24th inst., Messrs. Thomas Gou'd 
and J M Whan, comprising the firm of 
Gould & Co., had cases made against them 
by the police charging them with sellirg 
$.,000 worth of dry goods by auction with- 
out paying the special tax of Sper cent. 
The charter of the city authorizes the 
mayor and council to tax itinerant traders 
as they maysree proper.
